The statement that Halleys comet 
has 
been 
seen 
already 
with 
the 
naked eye by 
an astronomer 
con- 
nected 


¬ 
vvith Columbia Observatory 
will 
be received 
with surprise 
by 
those who have been following 
the 
history of the comets 
approach to 
the earth nnd the sun 
It had not 
been expected to be- 
come

visible in that way for some 
weeks yet

seen something must have occurred 
to make it brighten with great rap-
